TYPHOON 
LASHES 
S. JAPAN 


Tokyo, July 17. 

The season's second major 
tropical storm lashed Southern 
Japan with heavy rain and 
winds up to 95 miles an hour 
this morning as it drove across 
areas still suffering from the 
effects of lust month's typhoon, 
“Della.”

The Germans in Janunry, 1938, 
gonelded Uthat thelr mediotlon 
efforts were a fnilure and ceased 
further attempts.

press the Germans strongly to 
withdraw their military advisers 
from the Chiong xovern—ent 
cease arms deliverics to China 
and recopylse Manchukue, Des- 
pile strong protests from Chinng 
as well as the German armament 
industry, Hitler snd von Rib- 
bentrop nequicsced to the first 
twa demands ‘ : 

Advisers were ordered to be 
withdrawn and oatms deliveries 
terminated. The Chinese declin- 
ed to releuse some advisers by a 
certain dute whereupon Germany 
ordered the withdrawal of its 
Ambassador. 

Hitler eartler had recognised 
Manchukuo but these conces- 
sions diq not result in von 
Ribbentrop’s objective of ob- 
taining for Germany a favoured 
economic position In conquered 
China. instead, the Japanese 
refused to give the Germans 
equality with themacives and, 
according to the documents, 
even handicapped German com- 
merce. 

The Japanese also made it 
clear that the mandated Islands 
which formerly belonged to Ger- 
many could not be returned even 
if other. German ~ colonies were 
returned by the victor nations at 
some future date.

An internatiofal “personal” 
letter from Baron von Welzsacker

accordance with the spirit of the

The 18,700-ton liner of Lloya 
Triestino was scuttled by her 
Italian crew st Shanghai when 
Italy surrendered during the last 
war, 

She wns subsequently raised and 
opernted ax the Kotobuki Maro 
by the Japanese until she was 
sunk agnin off Maizuru lato in 
the war. 

During her glorified days, Hong 
Kong was one the main ports of 
call of the Italian liner, 

Many veterans well remember 
the sleek white luxury liner lying 
reeplendent mid-stream whenever 
she called here. 


To refresh memories, here is a 
brief specification of the Conte 
Verde: Measuring 570 feet long 
with a beam of 74 fect, the Conte 
Verde could accommodate 640 
passengers besides her personnel 
of a few hundred. 

She was equipped with four 
steam turbines and was capable 
of making 20 knots. .
